With 
the new regime in German East Africa, be- 
ginning in March, a vigorous policy of de- 
vclopement and settlement will be inaugur 
ated, und German imniigratiori to New 
Guinea und other regions is to be more en- 
couraged than heretofore. Tho Germans 
arc pushing their commercial interests with 
vigor that may well alarm England, not 
only in Africa. Polynesia and Further India, 
but alao^in-Peraia. y 

' "oeWm^ns for SiniRIA. 
While so much discussion ia going on 
about Siberia, it may be of interest to note 
that according to a document diseovered in 
the archives of the Prussian minister of 
justice, Siberia was by an arrangement be'- 
twcen the Russian and Prussian govern- 
ments made a depot to which "incorrigible 
J'russian thieves, robbers, incendiaries and 
other malefactors were deported, there to 
work in the mines the remuinder of their 
lives, without hope of escape."

Capt. Ferry says the seals are found in 
schools of about 30, und only two, or rarely 
three can bo killed before the rest escape. 
At this rate, he says, the seals can never be 
exterminated. When seals leave the north- 
ern waters, about the middle of .September, 
they travel as far south us Cape Conception, 
mating during the winter months. Then 
they journey north, following the coast at 
a distance of from ten to fifty 
niilcs from shore, and travelling 
about '2,.'!0() miles buck to licluing Sea, In 
killing seals great care lias to be observed iu 
shooting them in tho head or under tho 
flipper, so that they will not sink. A crew, 
in small boats or Indian canoes, steal 
upon the school of sleeping animals, for 
they sleep upon the surface of the water, 
and kill them with buckshot or spears. 



BANCROFT IS NO MORE. 



The Veuerablc Historian Expires In 
■ Washinffton, Full of Years 
and Honor. 



His Death Caused by the Wealcness 
of Old Agre-Brtet Sketch of 
a TJsefial Life. 



Wasuinotok, D. C, Jan. 17. — George 
Bancroft, the venerable historian, died at 
his home in this city this afternoon. He had 

been sick only two days nnd was on the 
streets but three days ago. On Thursday 
ho took to his bed, as a matter of precau- 
tion, and was taken seriously ill ^yesterday. 
FroDi that time until this 'afternoon, he 
failed rapidly and all day hovered between 
life aud death. At 3 p. m. tho doctor left 
him, thinking that he would live through 
tho night, aud before tho hour was up, Ban- 
croft was dead. His end was quiet and 
peaceful, and the first cause of death was 
simply the weakness of old ago. His son 
was at his bedside when the uged historiun 
lied. 

Tho deceased historian was born in Wor- 
cester, Mass., Oct. 3, 180O. Ho was edu- 
cated at Kxeter, N. H,, graduated at Har- 
vard in 1817, und then wont to Germany to 
complete his studies in literature and lan- 
guages. In 1820 ho was given the degree 
of 1*1). IX by the University of Uottingcn. 
At this time ho . selected history 
lis his special brauoh, havinff[ki One of his 
reasons, tho desire to see if the ■ bbserration 
of masses of meii -in.- action would 
nob. lead ' by i the ; indudtlve " method, 
to tho establishment ' of the laws 
of morality hb a science. In 18'22 
he retunieil to the United States, and in 
1823, his first publication, a volume of 
poems, appeared. In 1830, without his 
knowledfje, ho v.'as elected to tho Legis- 
lature, but refused to take his scat, and the 
next year lie docliticd nomination, though 
certiiin of election for tlio slulu ouhat<!. In 
IS3-t ho published the first voluniu of liis 
" History of tho United States." In 1838, 
ho was appointed by President Van Burcn 
collector of tho port of Boston. After tho 
accession of President Polk, Mr. I' lncrofl 
became secretary of the navy, aud signalized 
his adininiatrution by the establishment of 
the academy at Annapolis and other re- 
forms and improvements. While secretary 



of the navy, Mr. Bancroft gave tho order, 
in the event of war with Mexico, to take 
immediaterpossession of California, and con- 
stantly renewed the order, sending it by 
every possible channel to the commander of 
the American squadron in the Pacifio; and it 
was fully carried into effect before he left 
the navy department. No order, so far as 
is known, was issued from any othor 
department to take possession of Cali- 
fornia. 

During his term of office he also acted 
as secretary of war pro tern, for a month, 
and gave the order to march into Texas, 
which caused the first occupation of Texas 
by the United States. 

From 1848 to 18-19 Mr. Bancroft was 
minister to Great Britain, where he success- 
fully urged upon the British Ministry, the 
adoptatiou of more liberal laws of naviga- 
tion and allegiance. In May, 1807, he was 
appointed ministb." to Prussia ; in 1868 ho 
was accredited to the Jlorth German Con- 
federation, and in I87I to the German 
Empire, from which he was recalled at his 
own request in 1874. 

While still minister'at Berlin, he render- 
ed important services in the settlement witit 
Great Britain, of the north western boun- 
dary of tho United States. In the referenco 
to the King of Prussia, which was proposed 
by Mr. Bunoroft, tho argument of the 
United States, and the reply to the argu- 
ment of Great Britain were written, every" 
word of thorn by Mr. Bancroft, Great Bri- 
tain had 'long refused to concede, 
that her 'doiigrunts to tho United 
States, whetlttoj from Great Britahi 
or Ireland, might throw off allegiance 
to the mother country and become citizens 
of tho United States. The principle in- 
volved in the question, Mr.. Bancroft dis- 
cussed with the Government of Prussia, and 
in a treaty obtained the formal recognition 
of the right of expatriation at the will p£ 
the individual emigrant, and negotiated 
with-several German states a corresponding 
treaty. England watched the course ot 
negotiations, tesolvine to conform herself 
to the principles that Bismarck might adopt 
for Russia, aud followed him ia abandoning 
the' claims to perpetual allegiance. 

After the expiration of . the English misr 
sion, in 1849, Mr. Bancroft, took'. UP. fais 
residence in the city of Ne^ York, and oour 
tinned - work on his hiBtory.r'Ttie..'third . 
volume had appeared in 1840, and volumes 
4 to 10 at intervals from 1852 to 1874. In 
1876 the work was revised and issued in a 
centenary edition. Volumes 11 and 12 were 
published first under the title "History of 
the formation of the. Constitution of the 
United States." 

Mr. Bancroft has been correspondent of the 
Royal Academy of Berlin, and also of the 
French Inatiute; was made D.C.L., at Ox- 
ford, in 1849, and Doctor Juris by tho Uni- 
versity of Bonn in 1863, and in September, 
1870, celebrated, at Berlin, the fiftiuth an- 
niversary ot receiving his first degree at 
Gottingen. 

His minor publications include, " History 
of the Political System of Europe," "His-* 
tory of the Colonization of the .United 
States," "Collections of the New York 
Historical Society," " Uterary.and; Hit-. ■. 
torioil 'MiMellgni^ Ambefg^ls «b«eoliift- 
and addresses may be mentioned a lecture 
" The culture, tho support and the ne- 
cessity of Art in a Republic." 

Mr. Bancroft's last address was given at 
the opening of the third meeting of tho 
American Historical Association, of which 
he was president, at Washington, 27th 
April, 188G. It was printed in the Maga-. 
zine of American History for June, In m- 
letter, dated Washington, U.C., 30th May, 
1882, he wrote : "I was trained to loolc 
upon life here as a season for labor. Being 
more than four score years old, I know the 
time for my release will soon come. Cou-° 
scious of being near the shore of eternity, 
I await without impatience and without 
dread, the beckoning of the hand which 
will summon me to rest."

The Powerfnl Engines of tho Na- 
tional Electric Tramway Co. 
Put in Motion. 



Half-Honr Cars to Esquimalt— Tlie 
liifirbtlng Department— Heating 
by Electricity. 



It was when the last parliament was in 
aesaion, not quite a year ogo, that a dis- 
' tinguishcd party gathered at the tramway 
power-houae to witness the interesting ore- 
mony of opening tho road. Yesterday, 
many of thoae who had the honor and 
pleasure of riding in the first car, were 
again present, to see the new and powerful 
machinery, called for by the ever-increasing 
patronage of an appreciative public, put in 
motion. 

It was His Honor, the Lieut. -Governor, 
who took the proud position of niotoneer on 
the first car, and it was tho Lieut. -Governor 
who yesterday afternoon unveiled the D. 
VV. Higgina, aa the new engine is named, 
and called for three cheers for that enter- 
prising gentleman. The cheers were right 
, willingly given, and his honor tlien put the 
ponderous machinery in motion, roninrkiug 
that it gave him unqualified pleasure to be 
present^at the third extension of/he motive 
power of the tramway company. The suc- 
ceaa of the tramway simply indicated the 
■ fireat progress of the city of Victoria. 

An adjournment was then token to the 
car room, where lunch was spread, and 
where tho f illowing toasts were duly called 
■for and enthusiastically honored : 

The Queen, by tho president of the com- 
pany, Hon. D. W. Higgins. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, by Dr. G. L. 
Milne, M.P.P., vice-president. 

The National Electric Tramway and 
Lighting Co., by His Honur the Lieut, -Gov- 
eroor, who mentioned, in connection there- 
with, the president, directorate, superinten- 
dents and the Thomsori-Houston company. 
Hon. Mr. Higgina, responding, said that 
one of the objeota of the company had been 
to place within reach of every citizen of 
Victoria an eoay, rapid and cheap means of 
transportation; How fur they had suc- 
ceeded, the public would judge. The com- 
pany also aimed to give good light at a 
moderate price, and hy next,year would, he 
expected, bo able to heat Government 
House, the schools, stores and private 
residences by electricity. Tho power-house 
now had room for 4,000 horse power if 
necessary ; and if Victoria continued to 
grow and prosper as she was now doing, he 
would leave Ids audience to say how soon 
4,000 horse power would be required. 

Mr. Joseph Hunter, M.IM'., proposed 
the Albion Iron Works Company, whose 
smooth running, powerful and altogether 
aatiafactory machinery, showed plainly that 
Victorians need not go abroad for any class 
of iron work. The names of Mr. BuUen 
and Mr- Kealer were coupled with this 
toast, and in the absence of the foriiiui- the 
latter replied briefly. The Albion Works, 
he Raid, were thankful for work given them 
to do, an'd aimed to do it well. There was 
no occasion for Victoria mechanics to re- 
main idle, and Victoria money be spent 
for imported machinery. The Albion Iron 
Works had put in the first plant for the 
tramway company, they had now put in 
the second, and he hoped they would soon 
be called upon to quadruple the present 
power. 

Secretary H. F. Heiaterman proposed the 
Mayoir and City Council, to which Mayor 
I Orant and Aid. Holland replied, and the 
^ceremony of the day was at an end. A 
i^p to Baqifimalt had beeo^-contemplated, 
but owing to the newneas of the machinery 
it was thought best to postpone this plea- 
sure, "'.fr-f!.' I..! -' 

The new engines are Corliss compound 
condensing, ,300 h.p. The cyclindors are 
17 and 34 inch by 36 inch stroke. Con- 
densers are 500 h.p., admitting of the snb- 
aequent enlarging of tho plant. The 
boilers supplying the new engine arc of 400 
"h.p., and the fly wheel of the D. W. Higgins 
is 12 feet in diameter, and of 10 tons 
weight. The total weight of the new 
machinery is estimated at 80 tons. 

The new machinery will be at once used 
in the tramway department, while the old 
plant will be used to operate tho lighting 
machinery. There are two 650 light 16 c.p. 
alternate current machines, supplying either 
arc or inonndescent light. Uy the lat of 
February tho lights will be turned on, 800 
having already oeen placed, including 125 
for the Government buildings. The new 
engines will operate 20 cars at a 
speed of 12 to 20 miles an hour, 
and the half hour trips on the Esquimalt 
line will be commenced at once. The party 
present at yesterday's ceremony included 
His Honor, the Lieutenant, Governor, , and 
lIi?.''HerKertl'Stoion',"Hori; Jno/ 'Robson, 
Hdn.

The Ohlnwe Silk Case to Go Before the 
AssIzeB-PolJce Notes. 

While the police court room ia being 
puritied and the odor of CI\ineso carofully 
extrivcted from the Jiiatti;i:;K, Hia Honor 
holds his morning roceptions in tho City 
Council chnmbora. Here it was thtit two 
drunks, botli intensely penitont, admitted 
their guilt, and were fined tho uauid 
amount yesterday morning. 

George Curtius, an elegantly attired 
very suave colored gent4eniaQ„,n^aB.. next 
arraigned, on tho charRB'of supplying an 
Indian with an intuxicanb, , namely .i^tad 
to- wit, a half pint bottle' of Canadian 
rye. 

Mr. J. P. Walls appeared for the pris- 
oner and argued that tho ofTenso was not 
committed intentionally; Curtius mistook 
tho Indian for a Kanaka. A city hotnl 
man testified that it was sometunea very 
dillicult to distinguish between an Indian 
and a Kanaka. The man in this case 
looked more like a Kanaka than an In- 
dian, and ho spoke good English. 

His Honor remarked that ho had 
never seen tliis defense set up before in 
ftv»/.8uch a case. It was evident that Curtius 
had taken 81 from the Siwash for a 50 
•cent bottle of liquor, and also that he 
had tried to avoid the police. Ho ac- 
cordingly pronounced the offense proved 
and imposed a fine of $50 and costs. 

The Chinese silk larceny case next was 
brought forward. Tho prosecutor ' is a 
•dry goods merchant and grocer doing 
business on Fisgard street, and the 
prisoner, who claims relationshix), has 
•served a term in penitentiary for stealing. 
In the present case the evidence goes . to 
■bQW that he lived r>rith the prosecutor, 
^ «nd, day by day^iLtuuti^bUti^pbrtions- of 
the stock and pawned theim. When this 
commenced, tho pawn-broker visited the 
merchant, and asked him if hia stock had 
been disturbed and ho said no, without 
an inspection. When §400 or ?500 
worth was missing he discovered his loss, 
and reported to the police, who found 
the missing articles in;pawu. The holder 
of the tickets was discovered, principally 
through the energetic action of Ah Wing. 
He alleges that ho was sent to pawn 
them by tho owner, and will probably 
make that his defence, when be comes to 
trial. Ho was ^committed for the next 
assizes. 



VICTOEIA, B.C. 



To TiiE Editor: — During the past 
six weeks, L have visited diflbrent parts 
of lintisli Columbia. I ani very ninch 
pleased with the Province. There is a 
grand future before it, when its resources 
•are developed. The progress .of this coun- 
try is marvelous, and' hundreds have 
gained wealth by its prosperity. 

Victoria is a beautiful city. I was very 
favorably impressed with the situation, 
and surprised when I saw tho numerous 
substantial public and private buildmgs, 
which adorn the wide streets of this city. 
The stranger would imagine there are no 
poor people in Victoria. The homes of 
the people generally, look very oosey and 
cotiiforteblfl, '.and >I would suppose all the 
citizens are doing much better, financial- 
ly, than they could do in tho older parts 
of this Dominion. Victoria will always 
be a beautiful place in which to renide. 
Tlio scenery around it is sublime. 1 don't 
know a more magnificent spot in Canada 
than the surroundings of this . pity, and, 
to make Yiotbria complete, the wealthy 
citizens should establish factories of dif- 
ferent kind.s, that thousands of median ics 
may bo eiriployed, which brings honor 
and revenue to tho city. Sometliing of 
this kind should be done to secure con- 
tinued prosperity and induce ships to vis- 
it, in large numbers, your port. Tho 
present commercial as^tect is very good, 
but other towns in the province are rising 
fast in importance j hence, to retain your 
commercial position, something more 
must bo done. 

For a western city, the external ap- 
peiirancu of morality is of a higii order. 
1 was delighted with tho good order on 
the streets. I saw very few dt&uk and 
none di.sordorly. Still it was evident 
that thoro are more hotels and grog shops 
than are necessary for the wants of the 
people, besides, there are other dens of 
iniquity that should cease to exist. 
Saloons, giuubHng houses and houses of 
ill-fame aro a curiio and a reproacli to any 
city. Those places, if possible, shl^uld 
be closed, thnt tho beautiful ;city of Vic- 
toria may be lovely in every respect. 

I wish Victoria continued prosperity. 
I hope to visit in the future this city 
again, and 1 sincerely wiaii that it may 
grow with greater rapidity and always 
remain tho foremost city of this romantic 
•and important province.

In this mili- 
tary district tho Deputy-Adjt. -General is, 
unfortunately for tho volunteer militia, 
the commanding othcer of C. Battery, 
the paid branch of tho militia. Hia in- 
terest is to build up C. Battery, and as 
an inefficient volunteer militia would be 
the strongest lever in his hands tor this 
purpose, it is only human nature that he 
does not foster the latter force. The 
Deputy Adjt. -General of the district 
should have no special command or force 
in which he has a particular interest. To 
have ordered a guard of honor at the 
opening of the Legislature from the vol- 
unteer militia would have shown the 
weakness of C, Battery, and that the 
volunteer militia aro, after all, the force 
on wliiuh depeiidence must be placed.

W. P. SAY W A EI) CASJi. 

The latest action taken in the Sayward 
case does not please aomo of the United 
Sutco pnlitid'atia. "Senator Morcan is 
indignant that claims made by the United 
States government should bo subniitttd 
to the highest legal tribunal of the L'liitod 
States. As the Supreme Court can pro- 
nounce upon the constitutionality of laws 
passed by Congceas and . assented to by 
the PreBidenfc,^it w«uW' appear a small 
thing for thdt court to decide upon a 
claim to jurisdiction, tfaa legality of which 
is called in question. It would bo 
thought that United States citizens, 
whether in or out of office, who believed 
that the claji;)s pi the United States to 
sovereignty over ths whole or part of 
Behring's Sea are sound prnd tenable, 
would feel gratified that the subjects of 
Queen Victoria had sufficient obnftdencd 
|q that tribunal to submit a case to whicH 
the United 6tBt«9 Goreninmiiii i8>^rty^ 
to its dooiaipn. 1^ vowid -'^lAto^ 
ie supposed that ' «' United Stntes 
court would lean ' to the side of the 
United States. That, however, does not 
appear to be (he opinion of the owners 
of the W. P. Sayward. Although this 
vessel was condemned by a United States 
court, they had sufl5cient confidence In 
Ibo strength of their case, and in the im- 
•partiality of the Supremo OOurt, to ap- 
f;JJeal to it to right the wrong that had 
been done. We believe that their confi- 
dence was not misplaced. Tho judges of 
the Supremo Court of the United States 
are learned men, of great ability and high 
character. If, after they had tried tho 
case* they had found that the vessel had 
been seized illegally, and that the in- 
ferior court had come to a decision not 
warranted by the law, we are satisfied 
that they would iiot hesitate a moment 
in pronouncing a judgment according to 
their convictions. 

Senator Morgan makes a mistake when 
he assorts that tho Imporiul government 
of Great Britain authorized or approved 
the appeal in the case of the W. P. 
Saywhrd. The appeal was made by tho 
owners of the ship. The govorninent 
of Gteac Britain or of the 
Dominion of Canada bad nothing 
to do with it. The present proceedings 
were made at their instance. It is they, 
and not the British Government, who 
are in court. They were competent to 
appeal, and they were competent, when 
they considered it in their ititereat to do 
so, to miike tho application objected to 
ftnd complained of by Sonntcr Morgan. 

Tho change that has been applied for, 
as far as we understand it, is rather a 
change of form than a change of substance. 
Ati/firab,the owners appealed from the 
decision of the Alaskan court, now they 
ask the Supreme coarfc to quash the 
decision of that court on the ground that 
it had no jurisdiction in tho proraiaes 
that it was a caso which it should nut 
have entertained. In tlio appeal, tho 
jurisdiction of thn court was admitted 
J n tho proceedings now atked for, tho 
jurisdiction of that court is douied. It 
will bo scon that, by bringing up tho 
case in this form, the tonablcncss of tho 
United States claim to sovereignty in 
Behring's Soa, whatever its natiiro ni.iy 
be, must bo argued. This is why "the 
question of jurisdiction,*' as the public is 
informed ' in the carefully pro 
pirod Washington telegram of tho 
12th Inst, " of tho United States 
over Behring's Soa" is discussed st creat 
length in the brief filed by Mr. Carlisle. 
Jt would be necessary for the United 
fitatea' Attornoy-Goneral to meet the 



arguments contained in that brief. Dia 
cussini,' tho subject before a bench of 
judges, ho would not bo allowed the lati- 
tude whicli the Secretary of State takes 
when penning a diplomatic note. The 
lawyer would have to keep to the record, 
tfo could not ostensibly adtlrpsa the 
Bench while he was really talking to the 
men' who vote. Making capital for the 
presidential campaign cannot bo very 
readily doiio in tho Supremo Court. 
This, wo have no doubt, is why those in- 
terested in tho decision would rather 
have tlio case heard in the Supreme 
Court, and decided by its judges, than 
have it remain, for an indefinite period 
longer, the subject of diplomatic negotia- 
tion. 

We can not. saa that there is much force 
in tho objections of those who contend 
that the Supreme Court cannot entertain 
questions in which the boundaries of 
United States territory, or the extent of 
its jurisdiction, are involved. They 
say that tho Court " must and 
will enforce the construction to the 
boundary imparted by Congress or by 
the Executive." But ..neither Oongresa 
nor the Executive has defined the juris- 
diction of the United States in Behring's 
Soa. Congress has been careful to bo ex- 
ceedingly iudetinito, and Mr. Blaine has 
changed his ground luoro than once. He 
declarcB that he does not hold th;it 
Behring's Sea is a mare cluusum, ho does 
not now insist that hunting seal in it ia 
amfra bouos viores J in fact, it is voiy dif- 
ficult to see what his ountention really is. 
A decision of- the Supronie Court of the 
United States in the matter should, we 
think, be welcomed by both Congreaa 
and the Executive, for so far they 
have not been able to decide how far tho 
United States jurisdiction extends over 
Behring's Sea, or in what it consists. 

But though those gentlemen say tho 
highest legal tribunal in the Republic is 
not competent to define tho jurisdiction 
of the United States, one of tho lowest, 
the District Court.: of Alaska ihas pro- 
nounced upon tho difiicult, question with- 
out hesitation. . Surely.; the. Supreme 
Court of tiie whole United States has as 
much power as the District Court of 
Alaska,. aind is quite as able to pronounce 
intelligently and justly on the claims 
which are ° the subject of so much con- 
troversy.' ! ' • ■ ■ ■ 

mLZTN&'T& WOUND. " 

The News- Advertiser, moat ungra- 
ciously, it is true, admits that tlicre is no 
fault to be found with the Government's 
programme as set forth in the Governor's 
speech.- '-The jiinwillingneaa > with ; which 
the commendation' U uttered mak^ all 
the , stronger. It is ovidenay.Cg|r(mtly 
agamat (ha Adfortiser's grain; ^fgive, the 
Govemmeni credit' for Anythii^.' "But 
th^.Govemment's policy ia ao judicious 
and JO well calculated t'l promote the pros- 
perkj of the province that it cannot find 
a word to say against it. It is constrained 
t(» «sy "The policy outlined yesterday 
will — if carried out in its entirety — eflect 
Wmoat i revolution in governmental 
UiAtlieds in British Columbia." All that 
it can do is to doubt that the Government 
has the power, or tho skill, to pursue tho 
course it has marked out for itself. The 
Advertiser is evidently soured and dis- 
appointed. It cannot find fault with the 
Government it detests, so nothing re- 
mains for it to do than to watch it cloaely 
in tho hope that it will commit aome 
fault or perpetrate some blunder that 
will give it. an excuse for snarling at it 
and carping at what it does. 

TEE TROUBLE liV CJIJLl. 

The news that a revolution had taken 
place in Chili was a surprise to most peo- 
ple. Chili has boon exceptional among 
South American Republics. Its citizens 
are industrious and peaceful. They think 
more of making money than thoy do of 
political agitation. Tho country has not 
had a revolution for fifty years. It has, 
consequently, become rich and impor- 
tant. 

Tiio Government has boon prudent, 
and appears to have been popular. It is 
said that the people are not satisfied, with 
the way in which elections are carried on, 
and that the Government party, in order 
to secure the re-election of tlio rreaidcnt, 
Balmacoda, have been tampering with 
the voters' lists. The Presidential elec- 
tion is to como off in September, and the 
politicians appear to have been more 
than usually busy. Thoir intrigues, it is 
supposed, have precipitated tho revolu- 
tion. Tho fact that the first demonstra- 
tion haa been made by the navy ia not 
in favot .of ."thia theory. The- des- 
patch frbm'Yalparaiao aaya that the navy 
had revolted and declared against Presi- 
dent Bnlinaceda on account of his arbi- 
trary acts. Sailors are not, given to poli- 
tical agitation and wo fancy that some- 
thing aU'ectitig thein more closely and 
inoru directly than tampering witii tho 
lOLii.sl ration li.st.'i ha.s cuiLsed tlioni to turn 
against the Govoriiniunt and to take the 
leading part in n revolution. 

By tho constitution tiio rreaidcnt is 
not eligible fur re-election, but Balraaccda 
has a friend, Senor Enfuentes whom he 
desires to see raised to be the head of 
tho Executive. Tho latter is exceedingly 
unpopular and tho revolution may be a 
protest against what is being done 
to Bocuro his election. The details of 
the diatnrbance are few and not ao 



clear as they iiiighl bo. It appears to bo a 
pity that tho progress of the most pros- 
porous and the most powerful of the South 
American republics should be impeded 
by a civil disturbance. Tho Chilians 
have done much of late years to develop 
the resources of their country. They 
have been aided' by foreign skill and 
foreign capital. Railroads have boon 
constructed and mines and minerals 
worked. The revenue Irom tho nitrate 
deposits last year amounted to §23,000, 
000, and the country produces copper, 
silver, gold and coal. Its agricultural 
resources are great and the cUmate is 
everything that coul^ be wished. It is 
to be hoped that the trouble will be 
averted, and that Ohili will continue to 
deserve the title which she has earned 
and of which her people are very proud 
—tho England of South America. 



IN THE SAME FIX. 

Victoria, B. C, is not the only city 
in the Dominion that wants a drill shed 
badly and is not able to get it. Brant 
ford, Ontario, is in almost precisely tho 
saniu situation, as tho following extract 
from the Christmas number of tlio Brant- 
ford Expositor shows very clearly. Tho 
paper contains a cut of tho proposed now 
drill shed, which, by tho way,is a very hand- 
some structure, and under it are the fol- 
lowing remarks : . ^ 

" The'"drill's"hed presently in use' stands 
in tho Alexandria I'ark. However useful 
it may Imvo boon, years ago, it is now 
totally uurit to meet the requirements of 
the battjilion. It is, besides being in a 
decaying condition, far too small for the 
drilling purposes of the corps, and from 
its leaky roof, it is a very undesirable 
place to put tho accoutrements of the 
men in. Its disgraceful cnnditicui has 
long been a reproach to tho patriotic 
spirit of tho city. That it should remain 
so for any length of time longer is not 
tlio fault of tho city council. That body, 
with tho concurrence of the citizens,3ome 
considerablo time ago, voted tho hand- 
some sum of $10,000 towards tho erection 
of a new drill hall and armory. The 
plans have beeii . prepared, v but "that 
IS about all that has been 
done. The militia department at 
Ottawa have been adopting tho dilly-dally 
policy, first chiving one oxcuso and then 
another, for the delay, with the result 
that time rolls on and nothing has been 
done to decently house the battalion." 

Wo trust that tho militia department 
will be prevailed upon to abandon "the 
policy of dilly-dally." It is a very ag- 
gravating and a very discouraging policy 
to all who take an interest in military 
affairs in this province. If thia Govern- 
ment desires the volunteer service to 
fl lurish on the Pacific Coast it should bo 
prompt in supplying tho needs, pf - the 
corps that have been formed in the^aco 
of great difficulties and discouragements. 
That service here needs the fosterina care 
of tho Government, Neglect on tho part 
of the dopartment will bo oortain to 
counteract all the efforts of tho most 
capable and enthusiastic oflicers to put it 
on a g*K>d footing and to maintain it in 
an ethflfint condition. Besides, as a 
matter of justice, the requirements of tho 
province should be attended to by the 
miUtin itn4 the Qth«r depnrtments. ISo 
othei: provliico of tilG Dominion contrib- 
utes so large a proportionate share to the 
general revenue, and no other province, 
wo are quite sure, gets ao little in return.

HOG CHOLEBA. 

Diseased Uo^ Beported .to> bo In Tlctorla— 
A Suhlcol for Tborbagh Inquiry. 

It is reported that a number of hogs from 
the Mainland, V.'hich are alllicted with 
cholera, have recently arrived, and are be- 
ing sold and otherwise disposed of in some 
parts of Clunatown. One authority on hog 
cultiiro, when spoken to by a Cor^ONisT re- 
presentative, Buid, " there ia more truth 
than poetry in your atory. Hog cholera is 
uhnoat always more or less prevalent with 
us. It ia not so long since it appeared in 
S.'ianich and caused conaiclerivblo loss. It ia 
almost always present in Chinatown, whore, 
despite the law prohibiting them, a greater 
or less number of hogs aro always kept, 
while at the Chinese ranches, on the out- 
skirts of the city, they keep pigs 
which are often uflected with disease of 
greater or Icsa virulence. It is not long 
since that news came down that there 
was hog disease up at Chilliwhaok ; but I 
have as yet been unable to trace the arrival 
hero of any sick animals. However, .they 
might have been brought across in liome of 
the small craft in a surreptitious manner, 
and, having been brought into town, were 
being placed upon the market." However, 
ho went on to say, ho had no information as 
to this ; but he did know thut, on more than 
one occasion, sick hoga had been brought 
over from Oregon and California and dia- 
poaed of, he did not know how. Another 
gentleman said that he hud, a short time 
back, been offered a number of hogs from a 
mainland ranoh ; but a minor had reached 
him that cholera prevailed in tho neighbor- 
hood to a certain extent. Fearing in this 
way to introduce, disease in bis own herds, 
he had dedined to .entertain tho idea, since 
which time the first he heard wore tho in- 
quiries made by the representative of this 
paper. ,From all that could bo gathered, it 
would appear that there is ample reason for 
the authorities to make a -careful investiga- 
tion into tho matter, the effects of the 
diaeaae, both upon iiniiuals aud mankind, 
being in tho highest degree serious. 



FOREIGN MEDICAL DIPLOMAS. 

U. 8. Doctors Treated the Same as AU Others 
In Begard to AamlaBloB to 
Practice Here. 

During tho year 18S9, considerable trou- 
ble and dissatisfaction was raised in Uicdical 
circles of tlie United States, owing to the 
manner in which the diplomas of tlie gradu- 
ates of American colleges wore received in 
Australia. Later on much feeling was 
aroused because of a similar course of ac- 
tion in Jamaica. This baa resulted in the 
reception, by Mr. Myers, American consul 
in thiseity, of a communication from Hon. 
Robert Lincoln, minister at the court of St. 
Jaifies, asking for information as to the 
local laws and regulations '.in. this .pro- 
vince, in order to discover whether 
American physicians were here placed 
under any aisabilitiies. In consequence the 
consul has made fall inquiries, the reault 
of which, together with copies of the pro- 
vincial law, he has officially forwarded. 
He announces that ho has found that Amer- 
ican practitioners aro placed on an equal 
footing with those of theUnited Kingdom and 
Canada, all having to aubinit to examina- 
tion before obtaining licenses to practice; 
but the diplomas of all colleges which pre- 
scribe a course of three years are placed on 
the same footing. Homceoapaths are treated 
the same aa allopaths, und, taking matters 
altogether, there ia nothing, in his opinion, 
to complain of here. In this particular it 
ia said that the medical law of British 
Columbia is much more liberal than that of 
some of tho other provinces.

It is announced that by recent traffic ar- 
rangements between the Cnnadiun Pacific 
Railway company, the Pacific Coast .Steam- 
ship lines and tho American railways, with, 
it is understood, the concurrence of the 
United Slates government, all tliroiigti 
freight brought over the Canadian I'aeilic 
Railway f(jr .San Francisco and Sound porta 
will he I.Uided at Victoriii, instead of at 
Vancouver. In accordance with this under 
standing the I'uget Sound Steamaliips will 
no longer visit Vancouver, but will lo ul 
and discharge here. This bus been cllected, 
it is said, in order to remove the friction 
that haa been aroused on account of what 
the American freight lines regarded as the 
undue and unfair competition of the Cana- 
dian lino and, it is supposed, will moot tho 
objeotions of those who have been loudly 
calling for such legislative enactment as 
would shut out the Canadian Pacific from 
American Trade.

— Additional 
foicea of men have, the past week, been 
added to the number working on the 
breakwater at tliis place, and the busy 
scene is one tliat is both iuiprosaive and 
imposing. The cars on the steel rails 
along the rapidly growing enibankmont 

t!io brokeii rock f r'orii the cliff to make 
the fill. The results are very satisfactory, 
l)Ut it is intended by Uio Port Creacoiit 
Jniprovement Company to accelerate 
tlie progress of the work to an immense 
degree by the use of new machinery, 
which will arrive here from San Fran- 
ciaoo early in February. Begsrding the 
' Hew equipment for this purpose the Port 
Crescent Loader in to-day's issue says: 

"The new niiichinery, now on the way 
here, and which will revolutionize oven 
the present rapid methods of doinfj work 
in vogue, consists of u 20-horso power, 
two-drum Lidgerwood hoisting engine, 
the cylinders of which have a diameter 
of seven inches, with a ten-inch stroke. 
Q.'ho engine will lift three tons on a sin- 

fleline. ^ One line will be employed for 
oisting rock, and the one operated by 
the second drum, for hoisting the boom; 
■while the Hugh derrick will be swung by 
a separate engine— a six-horse power 
Lidi,'orwood swinging engine. 

Butli engines will be placed close to- 
gether and supplied with steam from a 
thirty horae-power bbiler, and both will 
hd under the direction' of i^Eiijpjtaeer 'Paul 
Barnes, a gentleman wKbset skill and Care 
in the manipulation of maohinery' is cer- 
tainly exceptional. 

The big boiler will also supply power 
for opnraMng steam drills. Still another 
eni'ine will be employed for operating the 
cable that will carry train loads of rock 
out on the breakwater ; the width of. the 
present trestle will be increased to thirty 
feet, and all future trestling will bo of 
that width ; the number of tracks con- 
verging upon the long trestle will bo in 
creased, and the number of cars now in 
use — eiich of which carries from two and 
one-half to three tons of stone, every 
load — will be multiplied as rapidly as the 
working room is augmented. 

The pile driver, too, will be operated 
by a separate engine, and by the first of 
March, an extension of soma 400 or 500 
feet will have buon made to the trestle, 
and the breakwater as well ; for the 
work of constructing the sea-wall will 
keep pace, right along,! with the trestle 
work. A new pile dri|ver is now being 
built, that, when rigged up, will weigh 
full fifteen tons.' 

With the length of trestle obtained by 
that time, it is very probable that a loco- 
motive can be profit.'ibly employed in 
operating the rock trains." 

Articles of incorporation have been 
liled with the Secretary of State for the 
organization of the Port Crescent/Baild- 
iug Company. The capital stock' of the 
now company is 325,000, fully paid up, 
and the purposes of the corporation are 
to engage in the construction of buildings 
at this place and to sell them on easy 
payments. The trustees are John E. 
Lutz, Michael J. Carrigan and Harry E. 
Iiutz. Eastern capital is interested in 
this enterprise, which will he a valuable 
factor in the immediate development of 
our city. 

The unrivalled attractions of Lake 
Crescent continue to bring to this place 
large numbers of travellers. Messrs. 
John Wonnacott, James Elliott and 
James Buth, of Taconiaf camped- at the 
lake this week. The" crystal lake, with 
its surrounding mountains noV white 
•with snow, form a scene of matchless 
beauty. The trip to the lake is compar- 
atively easy. Campers find every neces- 
sary at the stores at Port Crescent, while 
other visitors have hero a 8i)lendid hotel, 
and at the hke a comfortable mountain 
inn. 

The Victoria, Port Crescent and 
Chehalis Railroad company is taking 
legal measures to secure the right of way 
to the southwest, through school sections 
and other lands which cannot bo obtained 
without suit. Every preparation is being 
made for the active work of the coming 
season. 

The nearest ranges of mountains have 
lately been oov^red with snow, and there- 
fore attracted numerous deer hunters to 
the vicinity of Lakes Sutliorland and 
Crescent. Every party reports succeaa- 
ful hunting, and venison appears on 
every tabic liere. 

Clare U. Morey, special agent of the 
Northwest Fire and Marino Insurance 
company, of Portland, was here yester- 
day to establish an agency for his com- 
pany. 

Timothy Memahon, employed on the 
breakwater, was, yesterday, knocked 
down by a rock car as it was being 
swung around by the derrick. H.6'' sus- 
tained painful but not serious injuries. 

S. B. Haddock, the contractor, has 
returned from his trip" to Philadelphia 
and New York.

Tlie Aruitoa of Eurapo. 

Life, for tlie majcrity of mon, ia aft 
wav'sii scene of inoiKitoiious tuuluriince"; 
Qiul tlio young soldier, while ho obovR 
orders, is probably not Jiiuch worse oit 
lliiin the yonng ponriuifc or the youii.^ 
urtisiin.iii better cIothe-Hl. better housed, 
find enjoys an oxduiptioji iroiii i;ara 
whicli has, for the uiajority of human, 
beings, something of the nature of u holi- 
day. His work is not much harder than 
in the field or the shop; it is pm-Corinetl 
in the company of a groat crowd, which 
for the uauaiic-iit(Ml is enlivening, or tlioy 
would not seek crowds so eagerly: and 
it is absolutely regular and intelligible. 
There is no undue strain placed upon tho- 
body, there i&nono at all placed upon tho 
mind; and a*for tho punishniunl.s, they 
are, e.xcopl in rare ctisosof perKoiiul spites 
botwoen the eergeantH and tli« men, 
avoidable by the single and easily under- 
stood recipe of perfect obedience. Tlie 
majority of tho conscripted soldiers do 
not describe thcmsolvos' in aftvT life as 
unhappy, a7id though uuivor.sal .suffrage 
reigns alikuiu Germany and France, and 
in tho lattur country is effectively sov- 
ereign, no movement for the abolition oC 
tlie conscription has ever taken effective 
hold eveu of Ihe peasantry, any more 
than it did in ancient Rome, where also 
the conscript roi(^ned, and llio soldier 
was hardly p.iid any regular wage. 
Thousands must hate tho service for one 
cause or another, but they submit to it 
OS a necessity fulling u]>ou all men in all 
countries, except, indeed, America and 
England, which are outside tho natural 
order of tilings. Opinions hostile to regu- 
lar armies are laid aside for the time, 
and questions of creed or nationality in 
peace-time do not come to the surface. 

We fancy that in war time nationality 
is of importance; at least, the best ex- 
planation wo ever read' of Jonu is that at 
thattimc Poles formed half the Prussian 
army, and Napoleon wn.s the Polish idol 
from whom they Iiopcd all things; while 
it was said, nflor Sadowa, that the Austi'O- 
Italians wore taken jji'Lsoners very easily; 
but nationality does not lead to ordinary 
mutiny. Above all, discipline, and especi- 
ally military discipline, has a constrain- 
ing force of its own, which seems h.ardly 
to yield to any other imimlse. That force 
is based, iiodonlft, in the last resort, as 
all gove^jjmcnt ia, on terror; but it is also 
based, as most government is, on ap- 
proval, on the feeling in the soldier that 
it is this, and nothing else, which separa- 
tes hlai from tlie civilian, and makes him 
for certain purposes dofiaitely his super- 
ior. We see no roasan why this force, 
which has outliusted a luindred changes 
in civilization, and whicli is e(iually felt 
by all ranks of men, should over die 
away. A dcsiro for more personal com- 
fort may spread in a nuKlern army, as it 
did in tho Roman, liglilciiing the load 
the legionary liad to carry and altering 
;tho gtiality of Lis food; but t'.yir{|iJ|gU8ji9ict 
-tbat while the conscription fallli^OU- 'fvlij. 
it Nvill be endured, .ind will yield ai'mics 
sufliciently obedient, even after defeat, 
which, indeed, dissolves disciiiline much 
less than one wouhl e.^cpect. Pru-ssian 
discipline levivedaftor Jena, as Austrian 
discipline survived after Sadowa. while 
French discipline ,:=.;has;;iOTdy been so 
strict, except under tho first Napoleon, 
as it is now. A Spanish regiment in re- 
volt maintains its internal discii)lino 
sternlj-; and in the only groat English 
mutiny of modern times, tho Compan}''3 
Euro])eans, though in open revolt, dou- 
bled all ordinary punishments on the 
common solilier. 

Anything may happen to confound cal- 
culation, but- we see no reason lo believe 
thafcmilitriry discontent will, within any 
tinu) worth s])cculatMig about, bo a tron- 
b'e in l-Xn-opeaii Stales. Tho prevalent 
English notion, that .Trmie.s have in 
modern times been freiniently refi.-u.-tory, 
rests upon very little oviilenee. Theio 
have been, and will be again, iiistanees 
of iuKubordiniitioii, or even nuitiny, just 
as there have Ijeon riot.-iin civil life;bnt 
outside Spain during a particular ])erio(!. 
soldiers have almost always obeyeil the 
constituted authority. They did not, 
for a momtot; during.; the Frtoob itevo-r 
lution, when society itself seehiod dis- 
solved and tho ndlitary cheats were 
empty, but Napoleon was nev<>r troubled 
by his wonderfully composite army, and 
since his time no French regiment has 
disobeyed tlio authority ho is legally 
bound to obey, which is not, we may re- 
mark, the Government, but his own mili- 
tary superior. Ney's men were strictly 
obeying orders when they followed him 
into the wrongcauip, and Louis Napoleon 
wast/'onimandor-in-ohieC when he acted 
against tlu- Assembly. The.Army is, we 
susiiec^t, a force which will last in every 
State of liuropo', rendering insurrection 
almost inii)ussible: or, if it disajipi'ars, it 
will bo under laws enuinutiug from tlia 
reguIarcivU power. It is conceivable, 
if Russia ever became a non-military 
State, that the peojdos everywhere might 
transMUito the standing armies into 
armies on tlio Swiss plan, which is that 
of training all youth, but leaving them a 
home; but movements to that end within 
the armies themselves an; exceedingly 
imiirohalile. They have always been 
easy for the soldiers an; irresistible, and 
have only to disperse to iu-ing the system 
to an ond',-lJtit;tll(By have never iloiie it, 
and we can'.', conceive of no new idea 
or sot of oirciunBtottcra which would in- 
duce thorn to do it. Tho professional 
soldier survived the difTusion nf lMiris- 
tianity, and may bo found to survive tho 
diilusiou of Socialism, if that i ci)ellent 
Mtb^is to bo tlio now creed of the world. 
Cliina alone has almost succeeded in 
doing without him, aud llioro Is about 
as much misery and as much wickedness 
in Ciiina as anywhere in tho world.— 
London SpuoLulor.
